Council May Okay End 
Of Police Review Board

The much talked about police 


review board appears heading 
for an early death next week. 


The City Council, in a surprise 


niove late Monday night, voted 
to bring action on Councilman 
John Rsbinson's proposal next 
week. By acting on the matter, 
the council will be erasing the 
weeks of work done by the 
Human Rights Commission 
which has been reviewing the 
proposal at the council's request. 
A recommendation was 
expected by late August or early 
September. 


Councilman Dick Baker said it 


was time the council made the 
decision on the police review 
board since, he argued, the 
proposal is creating a morale 
problem in the Lincoln Police 
Department and because 
citizens say they don't want it. 


Councilman Max Denney con- 


curred with Baker that the 
proposal "is creating a lot of un- 
rest in the Police Department 
and creating a lot of unrest in the 
community." 


Although the councilmen 


didn't mention it, apparently 
some of that concern about 
morale in the department stems 
from reports that some officers 
feel they will have to unionize to 


protect themselves from a 
citizens review board. 


Last week, 28 officers met to 


discuss the formation of a police 
union. The Police Department 
has been opposing the creation 
of a police review board on the 
grounds that such boards have 
failed in other cities. 


While Councilmen Steve Cook 


and Bob Sikyta went along with 
Baker and Denney in calling for 
a vote next week, Councilwoman 
Sue Bailey called such action 
"sure idiosv." 


17 Said Killed 
In Armenian 
Plane Crash 
MOSCOW (AP) - A small 


Armenian airliner recently 
crashed near the Georgian city 
of Batumi, apparently killing at 
least 17 Soviet occupants, it was 
learned here Monday. 


A Yak40, the most widely used 


Soviet jetliner for short domestic 
flights, crashed near the airport 
on the outskirts of the Black Sea 
port city, according to the Arme- 
nian newspaper Kommunist. 


This is believed to be the first 


publicly reported crash of a 
Yak40, a plane widely vaunted 
by the Soviets and bought by 
several foreign countries.

Ford Praises Accord 
President 
In Warsaw 


WARSAW, Poland (AP) - President Ford, 


welcomed to Warsaw Monday by an estimated 250,- 
000 Poles, joined Polish leader Edward Gierek in 
praising the controversial European security agree- 
ment to be signed this week in Helsinki. 


Ford's arrival marked the second visit to Poland 


by an American president. 


In a joint statement after brief talks, Ford and 


Gierek said the 35-nation Helsinki pact could 
become "a genuine and strong stimulus for 
positively shaping relations among the participant 
states." The agreement has no enforcement 
provisions but is to serve as a code of conduct. 


The Ford-Gierek communique did not mention 


the document's reference to maintaining post- 
World War n European frontiers — a point that has 
led some American politicians to criticize Ford on 
grounds that the agreement ratifies Soviet 
dominance in Eastern Europe. 


When he addresses the Helsinki gathering, Ford 


is expected to emphasize that the United States 
does not regard the agreement as approval of 
Russia's war gains. 


Gierek, first secretary of Poland's Communist 


party, raised the sensitive issue in a toast to Ford. 
The Helsinki agreement, he said, "shall be of 
paramount importance for the consolidation of 
peace in Europe, which rests on the foundation of 
the inviolability of the political and territorial order 
established as a result of the victory of nations over 
nazism, of the historic Potsdam decisions and 
postwar developments." 


In the official communique, Poland offered some 


backing for America's desire for results at 
negotiations in Vienna on an East-West troop cut- 
back. It said political detente should be 
supplemented by a military detente and added the 
two countries "attach significant importance to the 
Vienna talks on the mutual reduction of armed 
forces and armament in Central Europe." 


Gierek, leading the welcoming delegation when 


the President arrived from Bonn, West Germany, 
declared: "Doors all over Poland are wide open to 
you." 


Ford responded that he had come to "strengthen 


the traditional friendship between our two 
peoples." 


Later in the day, Ford spent 15 minutes walking 


the cobbled streets of Warsaw's Old Town, an area 
destroyed during World War n and later rebuilt. A 
woman selling fresh fruit beneath a green and 
orange umbrella in a market square pressed a 
basket of apples and pears on the President. He 
munched appreciatively on one of the pears. 


At the airport, Ford had watched Polish troops 


march by in a strutting goosestep before entering a 
Russian-made open car with Gierek for a motor- 
cade through Warsaw. 


Polish officials listed the crowd at about a 


quarter-million. For the most part, people stood by 
impassively as the cars passed. A few bystanders 
occasionally waved small American and Polish 
flags. 


The welcome was about the same size but much

quieter than that given Richard M. Nixon when he 
came here in 1972. 


Local Communist party officials organized Mon- 


day's reception, which was announced publicy a 
week ago, but apparently ran into indifference 
because of vacations.

residence, a centuries-old former castle, Ford went 
to the Polish tomb of the unknown solder in a 
bombed-out remnant of Old Warsaw at Victory 
Square. 


Standing under gray skies, the President placed a 


large wreath on the tomb and wrote in \he 
memorial guest book: "In honor of all those who 
gave their lives for our freedom and yours." 


Underlining the largely symbolic tone of the 


President's stay will be his schedule for Tuesday. 
Ford flies to Krakow in southern Poland and from 
there to Auschwitz, scene of the Naxi death camp 
which claimed the lives of three million Jews 
during World War H. 


He also will tour a pediatrics institute in Krakow 


and a market square where he will give a speech 
before departing for Helsinki. 


Deducting Gift Of Gift Perfectly Legal

Washington — The practice of a number of 


congressmen of donating accumulated copies of the 
Congressional Record to institutions and then 
claiming charitable deductions on their tax returns 
has been revealed as a result of an obscure tax 
ruling recently issued by the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice. 


This congressional perquisite, financed by the 


taxpayer, has been confirmed by the IRS as 
perfectly legal. 


It does not conflict with the 1969 tax reform act 


which nullified President Richard M. Nixon's 
attempt to deduct a half-million dollars for the gifts 
of his vice presidential papers and which earned 
bandleader Skitch Henderson a six-month jail term 
and $10,000 fine when he backdated a gift of music 
writings supposedly worth $350,000 to the Universi- 
ty of Wisconsin. 


Unlike the Nixon papers and the Henderson 


music scores, the accumulated verbatim 
transcripts of congressional proceedings which 
make up the Congressional Record are not con- 
sidered by IRS to be "literary compositions, letters 
or memoranda or similar property." 


This means that the attic storage areas of the 


House and Senate office buildings are veritable 
treasure trove of tax deductions, because that's 
where the tons and tons of accumulated records 
end up, largely unread and gathering dust. 


Writing off charitable contributions of the 


Congressional Record may be legal, but is it 
ethical? Sen. Mark Hatfield, R-Ore., a man noted 
for his fiscal probity and faultless personal 
behavior, thinks not. Says Hatfield: "I suppose, in a 
sense, they become your personal property. But the 
practice certainly raises a question of ethics and 
anyone who does it would be politically 
vulnerable." 


The IRS ruling was issued following a query 


from an unnamed member of Congress who had a 
load of bound copies of the Record and wanted to 
be sure it was legal to donate them and take a 
charity deduction. 


It also brought to light details of a largely un- 


known practice by the Government Printing Office 
of providing Congress with bound copies of the 


Record, which costs the taxpayer about $2 million 
a year, according to a GPO spokesman. 


The Congressional Record is delivered daily to 


lawmakers on Capitol Hill. But at the end of each 
legislative session, the GPO, for reasons only it 
knows, puts together the records from that session 
into a 30-volume set, binds them in red doth 
binders with fancy gold script lettering and 
presents sets to congressmen. 


Each set, according to GPO figures, weighs in 


at 225 pounds and takes up six feet of shelf space. 
Senators get five complete sets each, which adds up 
to 30 feet of shelf space and 1,125 pounds worth. 
Clerks, sergeants-at-arms and doorkeepers rate two 
sets. 


The GPO is three years behind in its billing and 


could not provide an exact cost of this program for 
1972, and the taxpayers spent $1,703,298 that year 
to bind up these issues of the Record and present 
them to members of Congress, some of whom 
would then apparently give the, away to reap a tax 
break. 


Today, with printing costs having escalated far 


beyond the 1972 prices, the cost to the taxpayer 
would be well over $2 million. 


SeTech Support Will Cost 2.3 Mills

Property owners in 15 counties will pay a new 


2.3-mill levy, local support in a $5.6 million budget 
approved Monday night by the Southeast Nebraska 
Technical Community College (SeTech) Area 
Board. 


No one appeared at the public hearing to com- 


ment on the 1975-76 budget, a 17.3% increase over 
the previous fiscal year. 


Greatest increases will be 133% in the 


capital equipment budget for the Milford campus, 
to $224,000; Lincoln campus programs receive a 
$90,000 boost, and the college area office budget for 
personal services will increase from $73,000 to 


A new $149,828 item will provide workshops, 


seminars and instructional programs at 15 com- 
munity centers, to serve at least 3,000 people. Tui- 
tion at 50 cents per hour plus reimbursements will 
reduce the program cost to $79,128. 


Of the $11.6 million in state aid allocated for 


the six community college areas, SeTech President 
Robert Eicher estimated it will receive $2.85 
million. 


Tuition and fees from the Fairbury, Lincoln 


and Milford campuses and SeTech area operations 
will total $824,828; federal reimbursements, $280,- 
000; cash carryover, $277,804, and the revolving ac- 
count (such as income from studenfrbuUt projects),

property, less than the 2.5-mill maximum under a 
1975 law, LB344. Of the local tax, 1.35 mills will 
generate $2 million for operations; and one mill, 
about $1.4 million for construction. 


Uncollected taxes, which will be paid SeTech 


in the next fiscal year, reduce the 1975-76 local tax 
support to 65% of the operations total, or $1.3 
million. 


The total revenue expected, $5,545,325, is short 


of the $5,675,781 budget adopted, thus requiring an 
operating deficit of $130,456. Late tax collections 
will cover those expenses. 


Eicher will present certified copies of the 


budget to the 15 county commissioners in southeast 
Nebraska. In Richardson County, he said local 
reaction was one of surprise - many residents and 
officials were "unaware a mill levy would be 
assessed" under LB344, which reorganized the 
community college system and its financing. 


In closed session, board members discussed 


amounts of pay increases and fringe benfits to be 
awarded staff members in the 1975-76 budget. A 
board team has been negotiating with the 
Southeast Community College Faculty Association. 


However, the board deferred action on staff 


contracts, and referred the proposed negotiated 
agreement back to committee for possible 
revisions.

Those tasks were left dangling when LB344 


abolished the state governing board and vested 
college operations in the local area boards. 


Dues for NACCT membership, based on a flat 


fee plus charges for enrollment size, will vary from 
$5,000 to $10,000 annually, Nielsen said. Two 
SeTech board members will be appointed later to 
the initial 13-meraber NAACT board of directors.

Deducting Gift Of Gift Perfectly Legal

Washington — The p ractice of a nu mber of 
congressmen of donating accu mu lated cop ies of the 
Congressional Record to institu tions and then 
claiming charitable dedu ctions on their tax retu rns 
has been rev ealed as a resu lt of an obscu re tax 
ru ling recently issu ed by the Internal Rev enu e Ser­ 
v ice. 
This congressional p erqu isite, financed by the 
tax p ay er, has been confirmed by the IRS as 
p erfectly legal. 
It does not conflict with the 1969 tax reform act 
which nu llified President Richard M. Nix on’s 
attemp t to dedu ct a half-million dollars for the gifts 
of his v ice p residential p ap ers and which earned 
bandleader Skitch Henderson a six -month jail term 
and $10,000 fine when he backdated a gift of mu sic 
writings su p p osedly worth $350,000 to the Univ ersi­ 
ty of Wisconsin. 
Unlike the Nix on p ap ers and the Henderson 
mu sic scores, the accu m u lated v erbatim 
transcrip ts of congressional p roceedings which 
make u p the Congressional Record are not con­ 
sidered by IRS to be “literary comp ositions, letters 
or memoranda or similar p rop erty .” 


This means that the attic storage areas of the 
Hou se and Senate office bu ildings are v eritable 
treasu re trov e of tax dedu ctions, becau se that’s 
where the tons and tons of accu mu lated records 
end u p , largely u nread and gathering du st. 


Writing off charitable contribu tions of the 
Congressional Record may be legal, bu t is it 
ethical? Sen. Mark Hatfield, R-Ore., a man noted 
for his fiscal p robity and fau ltless p ersonal 
behav ior, thinks not. Say s Hatfield; “I su p p ose, in a 
sense, they become y ou r p ersonal p rop erty . Bu t the 
p ractice certainly raises a qu estion of ethics and 
any one who does it wou ld be p olitically 
v u lnerable.” 


The IRS ru ling was issu ed following a qu ery 
from an u nnamed member of Congress who had a 
load of bou nd cop i^ of the Record and wanted to 
be su re it was legal to donate them and take a 
charity dedu ction. 


It also brou ght to hght details of a largely u n­ 
known p ractice by the Gov ernment Printing Office 
of p rov iding Congress with bou nd cop ies of the 


Record, which costs the tax p ay er abou t $2 million 
a y ear, according to a GPO sp okesman. 
The Congressional Record is deliv ered daily to 
lawmakers on Cap itol Hill. Bu t at the end of each 
legislativ e session, the GPO, for reasons only it 
knows, p u ts ti^ether the records from that session 
into a 30-v olu me set, binds them in red cloth 
binders with fancy gold scrip t lettering and 
p resents sets to congressmen. 
Each set, according to GPO figu res, weighs in 
at 225 p ou nds and takes u p six feet of shelf sp ace. 
Senators get fiv e comp lete sets each, which adds u p 
to 30 feet of shelf sp ace and 1,125 p ou nds worth. 
Oerks, sergeants-at-arms and doorkeep ers rate two 
sets. 
The GPO is three y ears behind in its billing and 
cou ld not p rov ide an ex act cost of this p rogram for 
1972, and the tax p ay ers sp ent $1,7 03,^8 that y ear 
to bind u p these issu es of the Record and p resent 
them to members of Congress, some of whom 
wou ld then ap p arently giv e the, away to reap a tax 
break. 
Today , with p rinting costs hav ing escalated far 
bey ond the 1972 p rices, the cost to the tax p ay er 
wou ld be well ov er $2 million.

Prop erty owners in 15 cou nties will p ay a new 
2.3-mill lev y , local su p p ort in a $5.6 million bu dget 
ap p rov ed Monday night by the Sou theast Nebraska 
Technical Commu nity College (SeTech) Area 
Board. 
No one ap p eared at the p u blic hearing to com­ 
ment on the 1975-76 bu dget, a 17 .3% increase ov er 
the p rev iou s fiscal y ear. 
Greatest increases will be 133% in the 
cap ital equ ip ment bu dget for the Milford camp u s, 
to $224,000; Lincoln camp u s p rograms receiv e a 
$90,000 boost, and the college area office bu dget for 
p ersonal serv ices will increase from $7 3,000 to 
$149,000. 
A new $149,828 item will p rov ide workshop s, 
seminars and instru ctional p rograms at 15 com­ 
mu nity centers, to serv e at least 3,000 p eop le. Tu i­ 
tion at 50 cents p er hou r p lu s reimbu rsements will 
redu ce the p rogram cost to $7 9,128. 
Of the $11.6 million in state aid allocated for 
the six commu nity college areas, SeTech President 
Robert Eicher estimated it will receiv e $2.85 
million. 


Tu ition and fees from the Fairbu ry , Lincoln 
and Milford camp u ses and SeTech area op erations 
will total $824,828; federal reimbu rsements, $280,- 
000; cash carry ov er, $27 7 ,804, and the rev olv ing ac­ 
cou nt (su ch as income from stu dent-bu ilt p rojects), 
130,000. 
SeTech will lev y 2J5 mills a g a inst a ssessed 


p rop erty , less than the 2.5-mill max imu m u nder a 
1975 law, LB344. Of the local tax , 1.35 mills will 
generate $2 million for op erations; and one mill, 
abou t $1.4 million for constru ction. 
Uncollected tax es, which will be p aid SeTech 
in the nex t fiscal y ear, redu ce the 1975-76 local tax 
su p p ort to 65% of the op erations total, or $1.3 
million. 
The total rev enu e ex p ected, $5,545,325, is short 
of the $5,67 5,7 81 bu dget adop ted, thu s requ iring an 
op erating deficit of $130,456. Late tax collections 
wiU cov er those ex p enses. 
Eicher will p resent certified cop ies of the 
bu dget to the 15 cou nty commissioners in sou theast 
Nebraska. In R ichar^n Cou nty , he said local 
reaction was one of su rp rise — many residents and 
officials were “u naware a mill lev y wou ld be 
ass^sed” u nder LB344, which reorganized the 
commu nity college sy stem and its financing. 
In clwed session, board members disciftsed 
amou nts of p ay increases and fringe benfits to be 
awarded staH members in the 197 5-76 bu dget. A 
board team has been negotiating with the 
Sou theast Commu nity College Facu lty Association. 
Howev er, the board deferred action on staff 
contracts, and referred the p rop osed negotiated 
agreement back to committee for p ossible 
rev isions. 
In other bu siness, the board ap p rov ed incor­ 
p oration of the Nebraska Association of Commu ni­ 
ty College Tru stees (NACCT) as a non-p rofit 
(ffganiiation and SeTedi*s msnbership in it 
Board member Poo Nielsen olUncoln said the 


p u rp ose of NAACT is to p rov ide coordination and 
direction for the six commu nity college areas, serv e 
as an information clearinghou se, dev elop 
cu rricu lu m and p romote the career edu cation con­ 
cep t. 
Those tasks were left dangling when LB344 
abolished the state gov erning board and v ested 
college op erations in the local area boards. 
Du es for NACCT membership , based on a flat 
fee p lu s charges for enrollment size, will v ary from 
$5,000 to $10,000 annu ally , Nielsen said. Two 
SeTech boaid members will be ap p ointed later to 
the initial 13-member NAACT boiard of directors. 
Nielsen said NA(XT can focu s on flie idea that 
“all jobs and all occu p ations are rewarding,” 
whereas one commu nity college area “cannot do it 
indep endently .” 
Rather than p rov ide p rograms of “training and 
entertainment” for jobs that commu nity college 
gradu ates can “dart in and ou t of,” Nielsen said 
NAOp r and local boards mu st “bu ild the right kind 
of edu cational mechanism in order to deliv er the 
kind of p eop le we can u se in bu siness and in­ 
du stry .” 
Some state senators “don’t comp letely u nders­ 
tand the technical commu nity college concep t and 
op eration,” Nielsen said. And they are “sp ending 
money to p rov ide a lot of (p ostse^dary ) edu ca­ 
tion serv ices that are not n eeded,” by 
ov eredu cating stu dents.

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Jailer Found Partially Nude 


RALEIGH, NC. (AT) - A 


police officer testifying in the 
Joan Little murder trial said 
Monday he found jailer Clarence 
Alligood's partially, nude body in 
a Beaufort County cell that had 
been occupied by the 21-year-old 
black woman. 


Officer Jerry Helms of 


Washington, N.C., was the first 
witness called by die state as 
testimony began in Miss Little's 
two-week-old trial on a charge 
that she murdered the 62-year- 
old Alligood. 


The state has contended that 


Alligood was killed during an es- 
cape attempt by Miss Little, who 
was awaiting an appeal on a 
breaking and entering convic- 
tion Miss Little has said she 
killed Alligood, a white, in self- 
defense to ward off a sexual at- 
tack. 


The trial is in Wake County 


Superior Court before Judge 
Hamilton Hobgood, who was 
assigned to the case after it was 
transferred from Beaufort Coun- 
ty last spring 


Helms testified that he and 


another officer, Johnny Rose, 
discovered AUigood when they 
took another female prisoner to 
the jail Alligood's body was on 
the bunk in what had been Miss 
Little's cell, he said 


"Mr. Alligood was lying on his 


leftside He was naked from the 
waist down, except for his 
socks," Helms said 


Helms testified that Alligood 


was holding his slacks in his left 
hand and an icepick in his right 
hand. A medical report released 
after the slaying indicated that 
Alligood had been stabbed 11 
tunes with an icepick. 


The officers found a set of 


eyeglasses and a pair of men's 
undershorts on the floor beside 
the cell bunk, Helms said. 


Helms, an eight-year veteran 


with the Washington Police 
Department, said it was the first 
time he had participated in a 
murder investigation. 


Rose, a member of the force 


for four years, agreed with 
Helms' testimony. After a quick 
examination of the body. Rose 
said he released his prisoner—a 


woman 
arrested 
for 


drunkenness—and returned to 
his patrol car to look for Miss 
Little. 


An overnight adjournment 


was called when the state com- 
pleted its questioning of Rose, 
who was told to return for cross- 
examination Tuesday. 


Alligood's two sons and two 


daughters were in the courtroom 
Monday for the start of 
testimony. His widow did not at- 
tend.

Bond, president of the Southern

Hobgood also denied a defense 


motion for dismissal of the in- 
dictment on the grounds that the 
prosecution had reneged on an 
alleged agreement to drop the 
charge if Miss Little passed a 
lie detector test.

Brooke Says Blacks 
Still Live In Depression 


Atlanta (DPI) - Sen. Edward 


W Brooke, R-Mass., said Mon- 
day the Great Depression of the 
1930s never really ended for 
blacks and called for a $10 billion 
program to make the federal 
government "an employer of 
last resort." 


"Poverty hits blacks dis- 


proportionately," he told the 
National Urban League. "While 
blacks represent slightly more 
than 10% of all persons in the na- 
tion, they comprise about 30% of 
all Americans who live in pover- 
ty " 


Brooke, the only black 


member of the Senate, said 
black unemployment is 25.8% 
and 41% among black teenagers. 
Black workers often hold menial 
jobs, he said, averaging 58% of 
the earnings of the average 
white employe. 


He said even during the 


economic boom of the 1960s 
"the black unemployment rate 
at its best never equaled the 
white unemployment rate at its 
worst." 


Brooke said Americans "can 


no longer glorify the work ethic" 
or look down on those who are 
involuntarily unemployed. He 
said the unemployed are entitled 
to more than a "subexistence" 
on welfare. 


"It is past time for the govern- 


ment to step in to provide jobs 
when the private sector is unable 
to do so," said Brooke. "The 
cost of having the government 
act as an employer of last resort 
would not be as great as many 
suppose. 


"The costs of funding a net 


total of one million public ser- 


vice jobs would be $10 billion," 
he said. 


Brooke said the buying power 


and government administrative 
needs generated by those 
paychecks would create an ad- 
ditional one million jobs. 


"The $10 billion cost would be 


offset by a saving of at least $1 
billion in unemployment 
benefits and by an additional $4 
billion in federal tax revenues," 
said Brooke "Thus, the direct 
costs to the government would 
be reduced by at least 50%, even 
before the reduction of costs in- 
volved in other government 
programs affecting the un- 
employed were calculated." 


Brooke said restrictions on 


welfare eligibility and conditions 
on what payments may be used 
for have hampered the current 
public-assistance system. 


Irving Probably Only Duckling 
Who Walks With Artificial Leg 


OKLAHOMA CITY (AP)- Irving the Drake is 


probably the only duckling in Oklahoma who 
swims, walks and even scratches with the aid of 
an artificial leg and foot. 


Barely out of the egg, Irving swam into the jaws 


of a large snapping turtle that clamped down on 
his left foot 


Luckily for Irving, he happened to be hatched 


on a small lake behind an apartment complex 
where two men live, work and watch after the 
fowl inhabiting the water. 


Chris Swartz. a young maintenance employe, 


shot the turtle with his bow and arrow, with a line 
attached for retrieval. 


Ray Parham. head maintenance man, grabbed 


the white duckling out of the water only to find 
the bird's foot mangled so badly it was past 
saving. 


Using knowledge acquired over the years from 


working with animals, Parham amputated the 
foot below the main joint and stitched up the 
wound. He kept the youngster in a cage while the 


leg healed and Parham made sure circulation was 
restored. 


Irving learned to stand on his only foot, but he 


couldn't walk well or navigate in the water 
without traveling m circles. 


That's when Parham got the idea to manufac- 


ture an artificial foot for the bird. 


He thought first of molding a webbed foot to 


match the other, but dropped that in favor of a 
rubber tube, formed and splayed at the base to let 
Irving direct and propel himself through the 
water. 


The foot was attached by bands below and 


above the joint, with nylon strings holding them 
together. 


Irving stood shakily at first. But he quickly 


found the leg and foot were stable and began to 
walk like other ducks. 


After a few trial waddles, he learned to use the 


foot for swimming and can paddle as straight as 
his peers with two real feet 


He is now beginning to use the artificial leg and 


foot to scratch and preen.

U.S. Bases In Turkey Taken; 
Ford Urges House Reconsider 


ANKARA, Turkey (AP) - 


Turkish military commanders 
moved in Monday and took con- 
trol of five U.S. bases concerned 
primarily with intelligence- 
gathering, and President Ford 
urged the U.S. House to recon- 
sider its refusal to lift the con- 
gressional arms embargo against 
Turkey. 


"My responsibility for the 


national security and conduct of 
foreign affairs have led me to 
urge in the strongest terms that 
the House lift the embargo," 
Ford said in a letter to House 
Speaker Carl Albert. 


The President said it would be 


difficult to overstate the impor- 
tance of the military bases "we 
will lose in Turkey" if the House 
refusal to renew the arms sales 
is not remedied. "These in- 
stallations are not replacable," 
he said. 


A Foreign Ministry spokesman 


in Ankara announcing the 
takeover of the five bases, said 
20 more installations would be 
taken over Tuesday. 


In Washington, a U.S. State 


Department spokesman con- 
firmed that all American 
military activities in Turkey 
have been suspended but said 
the Turkish government had not 
asked for the removal of U.S. 
personnel. 


Turkey also stopped importing 


fuel for American military jets, 
the Ministry of Customs an- 
nounced. Two squadrons of 
phantom jets are stationed at the 
Incirlik base. 


The takeover, in reprisal for 


the U.S. House of Represen- 
tatives' refusal to ease an arms 
embargo against Turkey im- 
posed after its invasion of 
Cyprus, affected three major 
bases Monday. They are 
Karamursel, southeast of Istan- 


bul, and two radar bases at Sinop 
on the Black Sea coast and 
Pirinclik near the southeastern 
town of Diyarbaldr. 


The two other bases were 


identified as Belbasi, near 
Ankara, and Kargaburun, near 
the Black Sea coast. 


The State Department 


spokesman in Washington, 
Robert Anderson, told a news 
conference the United States 
does not agree with the Turkish 
view that the 1969 defense agree- 
ment between the two countries 
has lost its validity because of 
the House vote. 


"In our view, the 1969 agree- 


ment remains in effect until 
renegotiated," said Anderson. 


The Turkish cabinet declared 


the agreement invalid on Friday 
when it ordered a halt to all 
American activity at the bases. 


Greek Cypriot Killed By Turks 


Nicosia, Cyprus (UPI) — 


Turkish troops opened up with 
automatic weapons fire along 
the cease-fire line in Nicosia 
Monday, killing a Greek Cypriot 
in the first outbreak of fatal 
violence on Cyprus hi nearly four 
months, a government com- 
munique said. 


Greek Cypriot officials said the 


Cyprus National Guard was 
placed on the highest alert but 
ordered not to shoot unless at- 
tacked. 


A government communique 


said 50-year-old Andreas 
Georghiou of Livadhia was shot 
after he entered a carpenter's 
workshop near the "green line," 
the truce line in Nicosia dividing 
Turkish and Greek sectors. 


The communique said the 


Turks fired automatic weapons 
from a position behind the shop. 
Georghiou was critically 


wounded, and died on the way to 
the hospital. 


There was no immediate

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Revised Lawyer Rules 
To Be Effective Sept. 7

Revised disciplinary rules aimed at im- 


proving the Nebraska State Bar Association's 
ability to police the state's 3,021 lawyers become 
effective Sept. 1. 


The rules, the fruit of an effort initiated in 


1972, will increase public involvetaent in the dis- 
ciplinary procedure, speed up the often time- 
consuming process, polish the bar's investigative 
ability and ensure due process, according to bar 
association spokesmen. 


Nebraska Supreme Court Chief Justice Paul 


White and Jack W. Marer, an Omaha attorney 
who drafted the rules, said at a press conference 
Monday the changes should put the Nebraska bar 
in the vanguard of efforts to upgrade discipline of 
lawyers. 


Complaints Swell 


The changes, die first in 37 years, were 


brought about at least partially by the increased 
number of complaints being filed against lawyers, 
the shadow cast upon the profession by the 
Watergate scandal and efforts in the Unicameral 
to abolish mandatory membership in the bar for 
all practicing attorneys. 


One area which the new rules do not change 


is that complaints filed with the bar will remain 
confidential until the committees on inquiry and 
the bar's advisory committee have filed them 
with the supreme court. 


In fact, Robert C. Clair, the bar's full-time 


counsel on discipline, refused to say how many 
complaints are filed annually on the grounds it is 
privileged information. 


Attorneys Protected 


Blair said such information remains con- 


fidential to protect attorneys' reputations from 
unmerited complaints. 


So far this year, the court, which acts as the 


final judge for complaints, has suspended three 
attorneys. 


Among the changes in the rules are the 


following: 


— The investigation of all complaints has 


been assigned to the counsel for discipline and his 
staff. Previously, the foot work was done by 
lawyers serving without pay on committees of in- 
quiry. 


Marer said this change should speed up and 


improve the quality of investigations. 


-Two lay members will be added to the ad- 


visory committee by the supreme court; 
however, they will not participate in preparing 


Marer said in the future lay memben may also 


be added to the local committees on inquiry. 


No BetaUatkNi 


— People filing complaints will have im- 


munity from liability. Marer said this provision 
ensures that people can file complaints without 
fear of retaliation. 


— The court may enlarge or appoint an en- 


tirely new wrmiuttee on inquiry when conflicts of 
interest or personal friendships «m>fa> it difficult 
to fairly investigate a complaint. 


Such situations have occurred, it was in- 


dicated, particularly in rural areas prompting 
complaints that the committees on inquiry are 
hesitant to act. 


The report said, "as a result, complaints have 


not been disposed of with promptness and ab- 
solute fairness." 


— The court may temporarily suspend an at- 


torney in cases of incompetence or incapacity. 


Notice Of Appeal 


— Notice will also be given to the complain- 


tant and the lawyer that be or she can appeal any 
action by the counsel on discipline, the com- 
mittee on inquiry or the advisory committee to 
the court. 


The cost of the disciplinary proceedings in- 


cluding transcripts, depositions and witness fees 
will be borne by the bar through its |23 dis- 
ciplinary assessment to each lawyer in the state. 
(Marer said in the future that win have to be 
raised.) 


— The committee on inquiry can issue 


written reprimands if it feels that is the only ac- 
tion warranted. 


Charles F. Adams, a former state bar presi- 


dent, noted that although more complaints are 
being filed it doesn't mean more lawyers are 
being dishonest. Often, he said, an attorney has 
acted ethically and to the best of his ability but 
loses the case. The client is unhappy and files a 
complaint. 


William J. Baird, chairman of the bar's ad- 


visory committee, said the revisions are needed 
because in 37 years concepts of ethics have 
changed.

Democrats At The Starting Line 


Disbelief and anger were the expected 


reactions in Nebraska to the sudden op- 
position by the Ford administration to 
legislation in Congress seeking to protect 
cattle-raisers against faulty meat-packing 
buyers. The purpose of the bill was to in- 
sure bonding by packers to guarantee the 
validity of checks given by them for cattle 
from the ranchers. 


Incentive for such a requirement 


comes from the recent experience of 
cattlemen who were left holding no- 
account checks from Americ n Beef 
Packers of Omaha. Nebraska cattlemen 
lost millions of dollars in that economic 
disaster. 


The administration reported that it 


would not support the bonding require- 
ment because such was not in harmony 
with the new emphasis on deregulation by 
the federal government of various national 
affairs. That is a little like saying you won't 
interfere in the affairs of a drowning man 
by throwing him a life preserver. 


It is a ludicrous situation when you 


think about all the unwanted meddling the 
federal government does. For instance, it 
has been only in the face of strenuous op- 
position that the Corps of Engineers has 
backed down, tentatively, in its ill-advised 
scheme to classify the Platte and other 


rivers in the state as navigable streams for 
the purpose of imposing federal regulations 
upon those streams. 


Motorcyclists in Nebraska say they are 


going to court to seek to overturn a law 
requiring them to wear helmets when 
riding their bikes. That law is a direct 
result of federal insistence. 


The helmet law, an ambulance 


regulatory law, the 55-mile-per-hour speed 
limit and a lot of other things come as the 
result of threats by the federal government 
to cut off Nebraska's highway aid funds if 
the laws are not enacted and enforced. 
Nebraska's Interstate Highway information 
signs had to be taken down as a result of 
another federal regulations. 


We can appreciate and even applaud 


curtailment of federal government's efforts 
to impose itself upon the states and the 
citizenry but only when done with reason 
and logic. It would be even better yet if the 
deregulation efforts were accompanied by 
an equal effort to bring federal spending 
into proper balance. 


But to simply pick out agriculture 


while everything else goes on its merry way 
is a procedure we can't buy. The bonding 
requirement for packers has a lot more 
merit than many federal schemes that Un- 
cle Sam has no intention of abandoning. 


Crime Defies Solution 


The concern of President Ford and the 


citizens of the nation with the continuing 
rise in crime is easy to understand. In a re- 
cent Gallup poll, it was shown that nearly 
half the American people are afraid to walk 
in their neighborhoods at night. 


Additionally, one hi five persons fears 


for his safety even within the confines of 
his own home. 


The most disturbing thing of all is that 


there is no answer to this in the offing. The 
political system of the nation has tried to 
deal with the rising crime rate but to little 
real avail. About the best we can say is that 
things might be even worse were it not for 
the efforts that have been made. 


Obviously, the solution does not lie in 


the area of enforcement. Enforcement and 
punishment surely are vital to our security 
against crime but they offer no real 
guarantee. 


Perhaps if they could reach the point 


of saturation, they would produce better 
results than they do but that is both 
theoretical and impractical. It is highly un- 
likely that we could ever afford the law- 
enforcement and judicial system that 
would guarantee just and adequate punish- 
ment for each and every crime. 


Somewhere deep within our social 


fabric lies the answer, if there is one. Some 
forms of crime are simply a reflection of 
man's inherent human weakness but 
violent crimes, crimes against the person, 
are more a reflection of our imperfect 
social order. 


That social order relates, of course, to 


our political and economic system and, in- 
deed, may even be an adjunct of the latter. 
It is in the seeming inability of the political 
and economic system to effectively alter its 
basic structure that we experience such 
things as a crime rate that defies solution. 


Our real hangup has been the fact that 


we've been unable to remove the causes of 
crime, the circumstances that motivate 
those who week to live as parasites among 
the rest of us. Surely, crime is not the kind 
of life that one would voluntarily chose if 
other options were readily open to him. 


But crime will be with us, and 


probably at an increasing rate, until such 
time as we have managed to provide for 
the potential criminal an alternative and 
productive way of life that is within his 
grasp. And that means far more 
enlightened leadership in politics and 
economics than we have come close to 
providing to date.

WASHINGTON - The race 


for the 1976 Democratic 
presidential nomination is the 
most crowded field in either par- 
ty in recent history. Nine men 
are actively seeking the nomina- 
tion and another three are under 
serious consideration by party 
leaders. 


The conventional wisdom is 


that the three candidates who 
are not running — Sens. Edward 
M. Kennedy, Hubert H. 
Humphrey, and Edmund S. 
Muslde — have the best chance 
of success because there will be 
a brokered convention. 


But history suggests a note of 


caution. Brokered conventions 
were

phenomenon. There have been 
only two in the last half-century, 
the Democrats nominating John 
W. Davis in 1924 and Adlai E. 
Stevenson in 1952. Otherwise, 
both parties have chosen the ob- 
vious front-runner. 
The 


primaries next spring will 
probably produce such a leading 
candidate once again. 


If there is a brokered conven- 


tion, however, Kennedy would 
be a 2-to-5 favorite.

Washington on what ought to be 
considered one of the major 
problems facing the country may 
reflect public indifference. A 
Gallup poll taken last spring 
showed that the memory of the 
gasoline shortage of 1973-74 had 
faded and that less than half of 
those sampled believed there 
was any such thing as an energy 
crisis. 


This is mindless optimism. 


Aside from the immediate 
prospect that the oil-producing 
nations might raise oil prices 
again, and that political disputes 
in the Middle East could bring 
on a new embargo on oil 
shipments to the United States, 
the long-term energy crisis is 
real, serious and not about to go 
away. Only a few pieces of 
evidence are needed to support 
that assertion: 


—Forty per cent of the oil con- 


sumed in the United States is im- 
ported and thus subject to sharp 
price increases or embargo. New 
England supplies only 9.1% of 
its own energy needs, for exam- 
ple, white the New England- 
New York area meets 80% of its 
energy consumption with oil, 
most of which is imported.

If Jackson fades in the 


primaries, any one of the three 
candidates is well-positioned to 
break through. They are Sen. 
Birch Bayh of Indiana, Former 
Gov. Jimmy Carter of Georgia, 
and Rep. Morris Udall of 
Arizona. I would rate the 
chances of each of them at 8-to- 
1. 


Bayh, a good orator and a 


resilient campaigner, 
has 


excellent 
relationships with 


organized labor. Udall has a Will 
Rogers candor and humor that 
are attractive, and he has the ad- 
vantage of a strong identification 
with the environmental issue. 


Carter is almost unknown, but 


he impresses small audiences 
with his charm and his skill in 
defining and developing issues. 


The Democratic Party, having 
once been the home of the 
"Solid South" and then having 
lost most of its support there in 
national elections, is now 
politically and psychologically 
prepared to nominate a 
southerner. 


Three other candidates — 


former Gov. Terry Sanford of 
North Carolina, former Sen. 
Fred Jbrris of Oklahoma, and 
Sargent Shri/er — have 
qualities and experience com- 
parable to the Bayh-Udall-Carter 
group but their chances for 
various reasons are much 
poorer. I rate them 30-to-l. 


Sanford, an excellent public 


servant and of presidential quali- 
ty, is politically crippled by his 
defeat in his own state hi 1972 by 
George C. Wallace. Until he 
slays that dragon in next year's 
North Carolina primary, he has 
to be judged a longshot. 


Harris' style strikes me as too 


"hot," to revivalist to appeal to 
the urban voters who are the 
core of Democratic strength. But 
if it is true that George C. 
Wallace really exploits economic 
dissatisfactions and that those 


dissatisfactions are separable 
from his basic appeal as a racist, 
two propositions that I dis- 
believe, then Harris — a 
genuine, non-racist populist — is 
the right man to put those 
theories to the test.

going to ask for renewal of the 
mandate for the U.N. peace- 
keeping force in the Sinai. The 
mandate expires soon, although 
Cairo reports indicated Egypt 
would leave it up to the U.N. 
Security Council to tackle the 
fate of the force. It seems highly 
unlikely it will actually be 
withdrawn since this would un- 
doubtedly wreck the chances of 
a new interim agreement. 


Premier Rabin said he had 


learned that in the middle of 


negotiations about an agreement 
between the Arabs and Israel, 
one should be very careful about 
predicting their outcome, or 
when they were likely to be con- 
cluded. He pointed out the 
negotiations were not being held 
directly because the Arabs 
refuse to sit at the same 
negotiating table, with Israel. 
The negotiations are being 
carried on through a third party 
— the United States — and that 
takes time.

"It is strange they complain 


about the slowness of the 
negotiations when they decided 
on the procedure that practically 
heads to prolongation," he 
added. 


Asked what concrete U.S. 


commitments to Israel he con- 
sidered necessary in connection

"I believe what we should ask 


the United States is that once an 
interim agreement is reached, 
we should first of all work 
together on the question of an 
overall settlement. We shall try 
to see what is possible with Syria 
first. Then possibly with Jordan 
but hi the context of an overall 
settlement. 


"Secondly, these efforts will 


not bring results unless the in- 
terim agreement stands for 
several years. 


"Also, there should be no mis- 


understanding between the 
United States and Israel, and no 
reassessment of American policy 
that would affect U.S. support of 
Israel in terms of supplying arms 
and financial aid."

"It is a plan to begin the way 


out of crisis," Arthur D. Lewis, 
chairman of the government- 
created "USRA, said as the 
association's report — product 
of more than a year or work — 
was issued. 


The plan calls for con- 


solidating most of the bankrupt 
rail lines into a 15,000-mile 
system to be run by the 
government-created 
Con- 


solidated Rail Corp. About 5,700 
miles of rail line would be aban- 
doned or could be operated un- 
der a federal-state subsidy 
program. 


Portions of the plan—prin- 


cipally the size of the system and 
the lines to be included—were 
made public a month ago when 
USRA sought comments on the 
system from the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. The 
final plan now must go to 
Congress, which has 60 working 
days to change it. 


The plan calls for Conrail to 


have a work force of about 90,- 


000 employes. About 3,300 
employes would be dismissed, 
but most would be eligible for 
federal payments which could 
equal their earnings for the rest 
of their working lives. 


The owners of toe new Conrail 


system would be both the 
government, which would 
receive preferred stock and 
debentures (essentially cor- 
porate IQUs), in return for $1.8 
billion in cash, and the creditors 
of the bankrupt railroads, prin- 
cipally banks and insurance com- 
panies, which would receive a 
combination of stocks and so- 
called "certificates of value" 
that would be redeemable by the 
federal government if Conrail 
fails to live up to financial expec- 
tation over the dozen years after 
it starts operation in early 1976. 


USRA said it places a value of 


about $422.5 million on the 
properties of the bankrupt

tists say a firepit discovered here 
is the earliest evidence yet of 
human habitation in the Western 
Hemisphere, and say a second 
pit may be even older. 


Pieces of charcoal about 16,- 


000 years old were found at the 
Meadowcraft Rockshelter about 
25 miles southwest of 
Pittsburgh. The charcoal and ac- 
companying stone tools and ar- 
tifacts were found under a large 
overhanging rock, which 
wandering tribes used for 
shelter. 


Dr. James Adovasio, associate 


professor of anthropology at the 
University of Pittsburgh, says 
the recent findings support 
theories that humans crossed the 


Bering Strait from Asia between 
20,000 and 30,000 B.C. 


Radiocarbon dating of the fin- 


dings shows that humans began 
to inhabit the rockshelter as ear- 
ly as 14,225 B.C., said Dr. Robert 
Struckenrath, head of the 
Smithsonian Institution's 
Radicarbon Section. 


Struckenrath said that makes 


this the earliest, well-dated 
evidence of human habitation in 
a stratified site in the Western 
Hemisphere. 


Adovasio is hopeful that 


further digging will reveal 
evidence of even earlier human 
occupation since another firepit 
has been discovered directly 
below that one just dated.

Axtell Sen. Gary Anderson, 
author of the state’s new open 
meetings law, said Monday that 
the University of Nebraska 
Board of Regents are still in­ 
volved in the ‘‘perpetuation of 
the old system of closed 
government.” 
Last week, Lancaster County 
Atty. Ron Lahners found that 
the regents had violated the law 
at their June meeting, but did 
not prosecute them because they 
did not break the law knowingly. 
Saturday, the regents had a 
two-hour closed session. Ander­ 
son said the session was 
technically legal because the 
regents used a portion of the 
open meetings law which allows 
for closed sessions to discuss 
personnel, real estate transac­ 
tions and other matters. 


Anderson said, ‘‘They’re not 
illegal but I think they have 
broken the intent of the law.” 
Regent Robert Simmons of 
Scottsbluff made a motion at the 
Saturday meeting to have a 
similar session at the next 
meeting. It passed unanimously. 
Simmons told The Star on 
Monday night that Anderson's 
statements were ‘‘ridiculous. I 
don’t know what he’s griping 
about. We followed the law. We 
took no votes (in the closed ses­ 
sion) and we discussed possible 
litigation and property con­ 
siderations.” The law suggests 
both those issues as closed ses­ 
sion items. 
Simmons also said it was 
probable that the board would 
follow the same pattern of 
closed session voting at future 
meetings. 


Anderson said, “ I think 
making that kind of a plan in ad­ 
vance is contrary to the spirit of 
the law. 


“We really have to trust the 
boards to use discretion,” 
Anderson said. “That trust has 
been stretched very badly.” 


He said there may be no solu­ 
tion. The Axtell senator said it 
would be very hard to write a 
law with a “laundry list” that 
told exactly when a board could 
have a closed session.

and "bois communs." 


A few other things I learned 


about cognac: 


V.S.O.P. means "Very 


Superior Old Pale." Cognac used 
to ship a "Brown" cognac to 
England. The coachmen drank it 


with steaming water. The gentry 
sat inside and guzzled the 
elegant "Pale." 


Three Star, V.O. and V.S.O.P. 


are code marks that vary with 
the maker. Generally, V.S.O.P. 
has been aged up to ten years. 
But the real test is the price — 
the more cost, the older the 
brandy. 


Cognac is distilled at 140 


proof. It comes down to 80 proof 
by aging'— and evaporation. The 
maker loses three barrels in 
every 100 each year. 


The older the brandy, the 


more he'evaporated in making 
it. So the higher the price.

The long cognac bottle and the 


squat cognac bottle — usually 
used for V.S.O.P.—are a matter 
of bottler's taste. (Not deter- 
mined by age or law as I 
thought.) 


After about ten years, it 


doesn't help cognac to stay in the 
oak cask. In fact, it begins to 
taste woody. So they draw it out 
and put it in huge bottles. 


After that, nothing much 


happens to it. 


Here they say: "The bottle is 


the grave of the cognac." 


So if you buy one of those rare 


100-year-olds, you are only 
buying tail fins, cher Pierre.

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Career Switching 
Gains Momentum

Alvin Toffler hinted at it in "The Culture 


Consumers." Then he picked up the thread in his 
best selling "Future Shock " 


People are switching more... and liking it 


more Jobs, that is. 


They're turning in their old careers in 


exchange for new ones. 


Part of the current job swapping has to do 


with our technological age in which some jobs are 
phased out while new ones are created. Who 
would have dreamed a quarter century ago that 
people would be preparing material to be fed into 
computers'' Or that the old method of hot metal 
typesetting would be abandoned? 


Even more surprisingly, people in their 


middle years, comfortable in their jobs, used to 
the routine and status quo, are cashing it all in 
and heading for new horizons 


Take Lloyd "Buck" Mills, for instance. He 


was a Lincoln firefighter for nearly 30 years — 10 
of them as the training officer, drilling the city's 
firefighters in the best and safest techniques of 
saving lives and property. 


At 55, Mills turned in his badge in return for a 


pension. 


And he found another job. Something right 


up his alley. 


He bad always dreaded of spending his days 


on a golf course. Not as a professional player 
there wasn't any money in golf during Mills' 
younger days. But as a course manager. 


His dream has come true. Mills is now 


managing the Pine Lake Golf Course, open to the 
public just this season. 


Ken Stevens was in public relations for 18 


years — moving from Job to job, beefing up 
different programs. 


He felt he was "spinning (his) wheels." 


Stevens wanted "to do something more produc- 
tive." He was on the lookout for something he 
"could enjoy," something of his own. 


Two years ago, Stevens got out of the public 


relations business and started a business of his 
own. 


Now known as "Mr. Bike," Stevens spends 


his days selling bikes and advising and being a 
sounding board to bicycle enthusiasts. 


And he stunned the doomsayers who 


predicted his business "would go in the hole the 
first year." One thing the pessimists said was on 
target, however — the big bike boom busted just 
as Stevens opened his shop. But business is good 
anyway, he said. Stevens works harder, longer 
hours, but finds his work "more enjoyable."

question of how many or how 
few mistakes you make rather 
than how frequently you make 
brilliant bids or plays. 


Oddly enough, the most 


common errors are due to the 
tendency of players to follow 
general rules blindly — instead 
of branching out on their own 
when the situation calls for it. 


Consider this deal where West 


was faced with the problem of 
what to lead after cashing the A- 
K-Q of clubs. Actually, he led a 
spade, hoping to find his partner 
with the king, and declarer 
easily made the contract. 


But this was not a very good 


play for West to make. He 
should have realized that not 
only was South highly likely to 
have the king of spades for his 
opening bid, but that even if 
East had the king there was 
nothing to be gained by leading 
a spade at this point. 


Instead, West should have 


played the four of dubs at trick 
four! This would have cut 
declarer down to size after East 
ruffed with the ten and made 
Wesfs jack the setting trick. 


West should reason that not 


only is there a reasonable 
chance of finding partner with a 
high trump — in which case the 
fourth club lead will beat the 
contract - but that nothing will 
be lost if East does not have a 
high trump to ruff with. 


It mart be granted that a 


defender seldom makes a play 
of the type recommended here 
- because most of us have been 
indoctrinated with the precept 
that you never give declarer a 
ruff and discard. 


However, this is not really a 


ruff-discard situation where 
declarer can gain a trick by the 
club lead, and it therefore 
behooves West to fire a club at 
declarer at trick four because it 
offers by far the beat chance of 
stopping the contract.

"If I'm going to put in that 
much effort to make a quilt, I'm going to do it 
right," she says. 


All By Machine 


laabelle hopes the series of operations she 


has undertaken will eventually allow her to 
resume quilting. Meanwhile, Ernest does all 
his own by machine — and quilts other 
people's piecework as well. 


Isn't quilting "women's work"? The way 


frontier labors were divided, it used to be. 
kabelle, for Instance, learned hand-quilting 
from her maternal grandmother, and Ernest 
remembers that Grandma Haight used to pass 
the time tying crazy quilts. 


But that didn't stop Ernest's retired farmer 


father from taking up hand-quilting at the age 
of 75 when Ernest began piecing some 40 years 
ago. 


Together, they fashioned wedding-present 


quilts for Ernest and Isabelle's five little 
children, so that each could have a lasting 
memento of Dad's and Granddad's 
craftsmanship 


Relieve* Tension 


Besides providing family heirlooms and win- 


ning ribbons, Ernest says, quilting "keeps me 
out of mischief" and relieves tension. 


While he was still farming full-time, he says, 


he often came In "dog-tired" after a day on 
the tractor and started piecing a quilt — fin- 
ding that "at 11 I'd have to force myself to go 
to bed because I wasn't tired any more." 


The Heights' five grown children aren't in- 


terested in quilting. "They say they don't need 
to," Inabelle says; "they get theirs without." 
But Ernest notes with satisfaction thai a 
quilting group in Omaha includes some young 
members who are busy giving lessons and 
copyrighting quilt patterns.

Irrigated corn is 29% 


excellent, 67';;. good and 4"; fair 


in the state, county agents 
report. Over 707< of the irrigated 
corn has silked to date. 


Dryland corn is reported 66% 


good, 2% excellent, 307* fair and 
2''J poor with over 55% silked. 


Corn rootworm and corn borer 


have reportedly been causing 
problems in both irrigated and 
non-irrigated corn fields of the 
eastern two-thirds of the state. 


Meanwhile, winter wheat 


harvest in the state is nearing 
completion with over 90% cut, 
the bureau said. In the Panhan- 
dle, 65% of the wheat has been 
harvested. 


Sorghum, soybean and alfalfa 


hay conditions also improved 
during the week because of the 
rains 


Sorghum was reported 


excellent in 8% of the counties, 
good in 70%. fair in 21% and 
poor in one per cent. Greenbugs 
continue to be a problem for 
sorghum growers in most areas 
of the state, the ag report said. 


Soybean condition was 


reported as excellent in 12% of 
the counties, good in 79%, and

Zorinsky Would Veto 
Any Omaha Tax Hike 


Omaha (AP) — Returning to 


his office for the first time in 
three weeks, Mayor Edward 
Zorinsky said Monday he will 
veto any increase in the city's 
property tax mill levy. 


The mayor's budget for the 


upcoming year was presented to 
the City Council while Zorinsky 
was away at the National 
Mayors' Conference and on a 
goodwill trip to Poland. 


The budget does not call for an 


increase in property taxes, and 
Zorinsky said it will not cause a 
cutback in city services. 


However, several City Council 


members, most notably Council 
President Robert Cunningham, 
disagree with Zorinsky's assess- 
ment of the situation, and think 
taxes will have to be raised to 
avert a cutback in services. 


Reacting to criticism from 


Cunningham and Councilman 
Monte Taylor, Zorinsky said the 
two are "trying to make an 
emotional issue out of it instead 
of discussing it as mature 
adults." 


Cunningham called Zorinsky's 


budget proposal the third dis- 
aster to hit the city this year — 
the first two being the January 
blizzard and the May tornado. 


Zorinsky replied, "The first 


disaster may have occurred 
when Mr. Cunningham was 
elected to his present term on 
the council." 


In addition to his plan to veto 


any property tax increase, 
Zorinsky also said he wants to 
see a $30 million bond issue for 
street and sewer repairs put on 
next May's ballot. 


The bond vote was originally 


slated in November 1976, but the 
mayor said he decided to push it 


ahead six months after meeting 
with members of his administra- 
tion. 


Zorinsky said the bonds could 


be issued at a rate of $6 million 
for five years without raising 
taxes.

Omaha (AP) - Returning to 
his office for the first time in 
three weeks, Mayor Edward 
Zorinsky said Monday he wiU 
veto any increase in the city’s 
property tax mill levy. 
The mayor’s budget for the 
upcoming year was presented to 
the City Council while Zorinsky 
was away at the National 
Mayors’ Conference and on a 
goodwill trip to Poland.

Cunnii^ham called Zorinsky’s 
budget prop(»al the third dis­ 
aster to hit the city this year — 
the first two being the January 
blizzard and the May tornado. 
Zorinsky replied, "The first 
disaster may have occurred 
when Mr. Cunningham was 
elected to his present term on 
the council.” 
In addition to his plan to veto 
any property tax increase, 
Z o rin ^ also said he wants to 
see a $30 million bond issue for 
stre a and sewer repairs put on 
nod May’s ballot. 
The bond vote was originally 
slated in November 1976, but the 
may(8‘ said he (jledded to push it 


ahead six months after meeting 
with members of his administra­

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Settlement Details 
Still Not Released 


Omaha (DPI) - The proposed 


settlement involving the rights 
of the mentally retarded at the 
Beatrice State Home, hammered 
out during week-long talks 
between attorneys, apparently 
will not be revealed until next 
week. 


Attorneys on both sides sent 


the proposed agreement to U.S. 
District Judge Albert G. Schatz 
late Monday. Schatz recessed the 
trial indefinitely earlier in the 
day when a settlement appeared 
imminent. 


On orders from Schatz, 


lawyers refused to release the 
details of the proposed settle- 
ment. Schatz must approve the 
settlement before it would 
become binding. 


Pat Green, a Creighton 


University law professor ap- 
pointed by the court as an in- 
termediary, said Gov. J. James 
Exon's philosophy of treatment 
for the mental retarded made 
the case easier to resolve. 


The suit claimed the Beatrice 


home residents were deprived of 
their constitutional rights 
because they allegedly did not 
receive adequate treatment. It 
also contended treatment should 
be given in a less restrictive set- 
ting. 


The settlement is reported to 


involve reducing the more than 
1,000 population at the home by 
about 75%, and increase treat- 
ment at community-based 
centers. 


In addition, the settlement is 


said to establish a panel to 
review any federal court- 
approved placements of the 
mentally retarded and for the 
home to remain under the State 
Department 
of 
Public 


Institutions with community 
programs 
under 
the 


department'i office of mental 
retardation. 


The suit was filed in 1972 


against the state on behalf of five 
children at the home. The U.S. 
Justice Department entered the 
case, which became a clan ac- 
tion, and appeared to have 
played a major role in 
negotiations. The state claimed 
it was moving to correct some of 
the complaints alleged in the 
suit. 


The settlement also is 


expected to expand the treat- 
ment program at the home and 
in community clinics, require 
periodic evaluation of progress 
and treatment of individuals and 
prohibit patients being placed at 
the home if proper local 
programs were available. 


Detasse/ers Walking 
State's Fields Again 


A sight that has diminish^ 


recent -years is returning to 
Nebraska seed corn fields this 
summer as hundreds of young 
people walk the long corn rows 
performing the chore of 
detasseling the plants. 


Since the late '60s, less and 


less detasseling has been done, 
said Dr. Dale Flowerday, 
University of Nebraska 
agronomist. 


The trend back to detasseling 


is attributed to a genetics situa- 
tion developed in hybrid com 
production over the years which 
makes seed corn vulnerable to 
disease. Dr. Flowerday explains 
the problem in this way. 


A genetic strain known as 


Texas Male Sterile was 
developed in the late '60s by 
plant breeders. 
When this 


charcteristic was incorporated 
into an inbred line of corn, the 
plant became unable to produce 


pollen. However, in producing 
the desired hybrid, a fertility 
restorer gene was incorporated 
into the variety, so the harvested 
seed from these IMS plants was 
again capable of pollination. 


As a result, he said, 


detasseling was unnecessary and 
hybrid seed could be produced 
at less cost. 


Ordinarily, each plant is able 


to shed pollen from its tassel and 
produce ears. In farm fields 
where corn is not produced for 
seed, the plants can and are 
allowed to pollinate themselves. 


But in producing seed corn it 


is desirable to cross one plant 
with another, he said, creating 
the need to detassel one of the 
varieties. They then are not able 
to pollinate themselves or each 
other but are pollinated by the 
other variety in the same field, 
he explained. 


Corporate Farm Reports 
Too Numerous To Compile 


Secretary of State Allen Beer- 


mann said Monday that be does 
not have the staff, the money or 
the authority to make a 
meaningful compilation of the 
thousands of corporate farm 
reports due in January. 


The Legislature passed the 


Corporate Farm Reporting Act 
this year after rejecting 
proposals which would have out- 
lawed corporate ownership of 
farmland. 


Beermann said his estimates 


of the number of reports 


required by the law ranged from 
3,000 to 11,000. He said it would 
cost approximately $8,000 just to 
collect the reports. 


"It's going to be quite tricky 


for anyone to try to compare" 
the information on the reports. 


The law requires each cor- 


poration owning or leasing farm 
or ranch land to file a report 
each year. The reports are to 
contain the number of acres 
owned, the names of corporate 
officers and the extent of foreign 
involvement hi the corporation.

ipto the variety , so the harvested 
seed from these TMS plan ts was 
again capable of pollin ation . 
As a result, he said, 
detassehn g was un n ecessary an d 
hy brid seed could be produced 
at tess cost.

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Council Defers Decision 
On Ambulance Services

The City Council has begun 


delving into the question of 
whether the private ambulance 
companies or the Lincoln Fire 


emergency medical services. 


The question arose Monday 


night when the city's two private 
ambulance firms, Eastern and 
Shurtleff, requested between 
$130,000 and $186,000 apiece to 
upgrade their personnel and ex- 
pand ifleir service. 


The lawmakers took no action 


Monday night but indicated they 
will make a decision next week 
on the issue. 


Attorney Norm Krivosha, 


representing the two ambulance 
firms, said the city should help 
pick up the costs of providing 
ambulance service to the com- 
munity. The council licenses the 
companies and sets the 
maximum rate the firms' can 
charge on each run, which is $41. 
That's $10 below the cost to each 
firm, he said. 


More than half the requests 


for ambulance service are city- 
originated calls. Those are calls 
made by police officers, 
firefighters or made by citizens 
through the "911" emergency 
telephone system. 


On many calls Krivosha said 


the companies are unable to 
collect their bills. Shurtleff lost 


$8,400 last year and Eastern lost 
$12,750 last year. 


Krivosha said city funds would 


enable the companies to provide 
24-hour service and to employ 
better trained ambulance crews. 


The amount of the subsidy 


would depend on which 
operating plan the city would 
adopt. 


Dr. Ed Lyman, director of the 


health 
department, 


recommended a plan under 
which the companies would 
provide one crew on a 24-hour 
basis and a second crew on a 16- 
hour basis. The cost of that plan 
is an estimated $136,000 apiece. 


Dr. Lyman said the only way 


the city should judge whether to 
subsidize the companies is to 
compare the costs. No such 
figures were available Monday. 
However, representatives from 
the companies reported that 
each ambulance and related 
equipment costs from $30,000 
to $40,800 apiece. Eastern has 
three ambulances and Shurtleff 
has four. 


Bill Harding, chairman of the 


Citizens Advisory Committee of 
the City-County Implementation 
Commission, reported that the 
group has recommended that 
the private ambulance com- 
panies expand their services. 
The committee has rejected a 
suggestion that the fire depart- 
ment take over those emergency 
palls 


Krivosha argued that the 


transferring of those duties to 
the fire department would cost 
taxpayers more money since the 
private ambulance companies 
can do the job cheaper. 


The 3mteiten™> firms will go 


out of business, Krivosha said, if 
the fire department were to take 
over the emergency duties. The 
firms couldn't afford to just 
transport people on non- 
emergency type calls. 


Harding said it is time the city 


recognize it has a responsibility 
to provide emergency medical 
service, along with police and 
fire protection. 


"Emergency medical services 


has been a poor country cousin," 
he argued. 


The council asked for a report 


on what it should cost to have 
the fire department house two 
ambulances and provide backup 
services at nights and on 
weekends, 
staffed 
by 


firefighters. The council also 
asked for a report on what it 
would cost to have the fire 
department provide emergency 
medical service only. 


One problem the lawmakers 


know they will run up against is 
the mill levy ceiling, which they 
are fast approaching in setting 
the budget for the 1975-76 fiscal 
year. Finance Director Jim 
Mallon said it would cost the city 
from .5 to .Sofa mill to meet the 
ambulance companies' request.

The legality of the Lincoln 


Police Department's long- 
standing policy of not issuing 
traffic tickets to officers in the 
department has been questioned 
by Lincoln Mayor Helen 
Boosalis.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The

mine all the facts connected with 
the test programs which were in- 
itiated in the 1950s." 


It said 36 military volunteers 


now at Edgewood to participate 
in planned tests will be sent back 
to their home stations. 


The inspector general was 


ordered to report back to acting 
Secretary of the Army Norman 
R. Augustine, and the Army said 
its findings and actions, if any, 
will be announced after that. 


Sim will continue in his job 


while the investigation is under 
way, the Army said. 


He could not be reached for 


comment immediately. 


The spotlight recently was 


focused on testing of chemicals 
on humans at Edgewood by 
publicity given such tests with 
the drug LSD conducted with 
585 officers and enlisted men 
between 1956 and 1967. 


The Army says it is not 


experimenting with LSD any 
longer. 


Sim, who defended the testing 


program at a Pentagon news 
conference last week, said he 
and his organization were 
awaiting approval from the 
Army surgeon general before 
conducting further experiments 
on a number of other drugs. 


No experiments were under 


way, pending this approval, Sim 
said. 


Augustines action suspends 


any further tests along these 
lines for the time being. 


At his news conference on 


Wednesday Sim, who is chief of 
the medical research division at 
the biomedical laboratory at 
Edgewood, said the LSD 


experiments were necessary in 
the study of a variety of 
chemicals and drugs which 
might pose potential problems 
for the Army and the civilian 
population. Researchers were 
interested in methods of detec- 
tion and treatment, he said. 


Sim said the 585 persons tested 


directly by the Array with LSD 
all were volunteers and were 
screened in advance by doctors 
and psyciatrists. 


Sim acknowledged that 


soldiers who took part in the 
drug tests were not told in ad- 
vance that they would be 
swallowing LSD. 


He said such advance 


knowledge might have 
prejudiced the results of the 
experiments. 


The Army has said that about 


900 other persons were involved 
in LSD tests conducted by un- 
iversities and private institutes 
under Army contract.

Council Defers Decision 
On Amb ulance Services

$130,000 and $186,000 apiece to 
upgrade their personnel and ex­ 
pand their service. 


The lawmakers took no action 


Monday night but indicated they 
will m ^e a decision next week 
on the issue. 


Attorney Norm Krivosha, 
representing the two ambulance 
firms, said the city should help 
pick up the costs of providing 
ambulance service to the com­ 
munity. The council licenses the 
com panies and sets the 
maximum rate the firms’ can 
charge on each run, which is $41. 
That’s $10 below the cost to each 
firm, he said. 
More than half the requests 
for ambulance service are city- 
originated calls. Those are calls 
made by police officers, 
firefighters or made by citizens 
through the “911” emergency 
telephone system. 
On many calls Krivosha said 
the companies are unable to 
collect their bills. Shurtleff lost 


$8,400 last year and Eastern lost 
$12,750 last year. 
Krivosha said dty funds would 
enable the companies to provide 
24-hour service and to employ 
better trained ambulance crews. 
The amount of the subsidy 
would depend on which 
operating plan the city would 
adopt. 
Dr. Ed Lyman, director of the 
h ealth 
d ep artm en t, 
recommended a plan under 
which the companies would 
provide one crew on a 24-hour 
basis and a second crew on a 16- 
hour basis. The cost of that plan 
is an estimated $136,000 apiece. 
Dr. Lyman said the only way 
the city should judge whether to 
subsidize the companies is to 
compare the costs. No such 
figures were available Monday. 
However, representatives from 
the companies reported that 
each ambulance and related 
equipment costs from $30,000 
to 1^,800 apiece. Eastern has 
three ambulances and Shurtleff 
has four. 
Bill Harding, chairman of the 
Citizens Advisory Committee of 
the City-County Implementation 
Commission, reported that the 
group has recommended that 
the private ambulance com­ 
panies expand their services. 
The committee has rejected a 
suggestion that the fire depart­ 
ment take over those emergency 
calls. 


Krivosha argued that the

That decrease has been at­ 
trib u ted to the P o lice 
Department’s change in policy 
emphasizing criminal invest^- 
tion over traffic investigation. 
Wade contended that the 
workload in other areas is in­ 
creasing, thus warranting the 
same number of employes. 
The council also approved the 
Law Department’s $323,895 
budget, down about $15,000 from 
this year since low^ salaries are 
being made by the newer at­ 
torneys on the staff.

The legality of the Lincoln 
Police Department’s long­ 
standing policy of not issuing 
traffic tickets to officers in the 
department has been questioned 
by Lincoln Mayor Helen 
Boosalis. 
'Die mayor said Monday she 
can not understand why one seg­ 
ment of the population should 
treated differently from another. 
Acting Police Chief Dale 
Adams confirmed last week that 
Lincoln police officers are not 
given tickets for traffic citations. 
Instead, he said, they are 
punished by the department and 
that intern^ discipline is often 
stiffer than the fine officers 
would pay if they were given 
citations. 
Mrs. Boosalis said she has 
asked Adams to justify the rac- 
tice. She plans to review the 
policy with the city attorney’s of­ 
fice. 
Adams said the purpose of the 
unwritten practice is to prevent 
a situation where a police officer 
is forced to testify against 
another officer in court. This 
would lead to internal police 
problems, he said. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Army on Monday suspended 
testing chemical compounds 
with human volunteers at its 
Edgewood, Md., Arsenal. 
At the same time, the Army 
said its inspector general has 
been ordered to check on what it 
called “some possible adverse 
information” about Dr. Van M. 
Sim, who has headed such 
testing programs for 19 years. 
The statement did not give any 
details on the information about 
Sim, and Army spokesmen 
refused to elaborate. 
In a statement, the Army said 
temporary suspension of the 
pending program for testing 
chemical compounds on human 
volunteers at Edgewood Arsenal 
“will permit the Army to deter­ 
mine all the facts connected with 
the test programs which were in­ 
itiated in the 1950s.” 
It said 36 military volunteers 
now at Edgewood to participate 
in planned tests will be sent back 
to their home stations. 
The inspector general was 
ordered to report back to acting 
Secretary of the Army Norman 
R. Augustine, and the Army said 
its findings and actions, if any, 
will be announced after that. 


Sim will continue in his job 
while the investigation is under 
way, the Army said. 
He could not be reached for 
comment immediately. 
The spotlight recently was 
focused on testing of chemicals 
on humans at Edgewood by 
publicity given such tests with 
the drug LSD conducted with 
585 officers and enlisted men 
between 1956 and 1967. 
The Army says it is not 
experimenting with LSD any 
longer. 


Sim, who defended the testing 
program at a Pentagon news 
conference last week, said he 
and his organization were 
awaiting approval from the 
Army surgeon general before 
conducting further experiments 
on a number of other drugs. 
No experiments were under 
way, pending this approval, Sim 
said. 
Augustines action suspends 
any further tests along these 
lines for the time being. 
At his news conference on 
Wednesday Sim, who is chief of 
the medical research division at 
the biomedical laboratory at 
Edgewood, said the LSD 


experiments were necessary in 
the study of a variety of 
chemicals and drugs which 
might pose potential problems 
for the Army and the civilian 
population. Researchers were 
interested in methods of detec­ 
tion and treatment, he said. 


Sim said the 585 persons tested 
directly by the Army with LSD 
aU were volunteers and were 
screened in advance by doctors 
and psyciatrists. 


Sim acknowledged that 
soldiers who took part in the 
drug tests were not told in ad­ 
vance that they would be 
swallowing LSD. 
He said such advance 
knowledge 
might 
have 
prejudiced the results of the 
experiments. 
The Army has said that about 
900 other persons were involved 
in LSD tests conducted by un­ 
iversities and private institutes 
under Army contract.

Senate opened debate Monday 
night on an obscure bill giving 
members of Congress and other 
top federal officials an annual 
pay raise p ^e d to the cost of 
living.

sharp drops in second quarter 
earnings Monday. Both cited 
higher costs and lower ship- 
ments. 


National Steel Corp., ranking 


just behind United States Steel 
Corp. and Bethlehem 
Steel 


Corp. in size, said net income for 
the three months ended June 30 
totaled $12.17 million or 65 cents 
a share, down 72% from 
the $44.1 million or $2.37 a share 
reported in the same period a 
year ago. 


National's sales were down to 


$511.26 million from $661.06 mil- 
lion a year ago. 


L y k e s-Youngstown, whose 


principle business is steel, said 
profits for the quarter were 
$13.71 million or $1.39 a share. 
That was a drop of 60% 
from the $34.13 million or $3.42 a 
share in the 1974 quarter. 


Sales fell to $384.55 million 


from $457.3 million a year ago, 
Lykes-Youngstown said. 


After a boom last year and 


during the first quarter, the re- 
cession caught up with steel 
companies in the second quar- 
ter, the two managements re- 
ported. Customers lived off in- 
ventories and cut purchases. 


As a result, National said pri- 


mary steel output during the 
quarter dropped 19% from the 
same quarter in 1974 while 
shipments skidded 37% from the 
year before. 


National Chairman George A. 


Stinson said the company had 
early indications that demand 
would increase in August and 
September. 
. Both Stinson and Lykes- 
Youngstown Chairman J.T. 
Lykes Jr., warned of price in- 
creases, seen as necessary to 
cover higher labor costs, effec- 
tive Aug. 1, and previously-un- 
recovered cost increases. 


"Recent 
market weakness 


has been an obstacle to price in- 
creases up to this time," said 
Stinson.

NYSE volume shrank to 14.85 


million shares, down from 15.11 
million Friday, touching a 2Vz- 
month low for the second 
straight session. 


The day was the kind that ev- 


okes the phrase "summer Dol- 
drums" on Wall Street. 


One of the few developments 


in the economic news was the 
government's report that the na- 
tion had a record trade suplus in 
June, with exports exceeding im- 
ports by $1.74 billion. 


But the news produced scarce- 


ly a ripple of favorable response 
in the market. Investors evident- 
ly were still preoccupied by the 
inflation and interest rate 
worries that have dogged the 
market for nearly two weeks. 


During the session a quarter- 


point increase in the prime len- 
ding rate 7% per cent spread 
further through the banking 
industry. 


Also looming over the market 


was the posting of the govern- 
ment's July wholesale price in- 
dex early next month. 


White House economist Alan 


Greenspan predicted last week 
that the index would show a sub- 
stantial increase because of the 
recent rise of grain prices.
